Report of the 


Superintendent of Schools 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of 
the town of Greenwood: 


I herewith submit my fourth annual report of the schools 
and school property of this town. 

On account of the small number of pupils attending the 
Irish school, it was decided to close this school and transport 
the pupils to Bethel village. This not only means a saving 
to the town, but gives the children of that section a better 
opportunity for elementary education, as it is a well known 
fact that children do better work in larger groups than they 
do when there is only one child in a grade. 

Miss Ruby Bennett was transferred to the Richardson 
Hollow school to fill the vacaney caused by the resignation 
of Miss Beulah Burris, who accepted a position in Bethel. 
There were no other changes in the teaching staff. If 
teachers are retained from year to year they learn to know 
the pupils individually and their home environment, and 
therefore are able to help the pupils more than a new teach- 
er would be able to do. 

The salaries of the teachers were not reduced during the 
past year. We were able to maintain the same salary 
schedule with the help of the State Equalization Fund. To 
show their appreciation, the teachers have paid for, or done 
the janitor work in their schools for the spring and fall 
terms. The salaries of our teachers are low, as they receive 
only an average of $17.25 per week for the school year 
of 36 weeks, or an average of $11.94 for the 52 weeks. This 
makes the average salary per week lower than that of the 
girl who works in an office or factory. It seems to be the 
opinion of a great many people that the teachers’ salaries 
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should be reduced. They do not take into consideration the 
cost of special education required of the teacher, attendance 
at summer schools, and a working year of only 36 weeks, 
but living expenses for 52 weeks. All of the teachers 
have had from one to seven years of experience. Five at- 
tended summer school the past summer.

The attendance during the fall term was very satisfactory, 
but during the first part of the winter term there was a 
ereat deal of absence in the various schools on account of 
flu and colds. Parents in most every case have shown a 
fine spirit of co-operation in seeing that the attendance of 
their children is up to the standard. 

The textbooks are in fairly good condition, but there is 
a need of new reading material. Only with the greatest 
economy is it possible to keep the schools well supplied with 
textbooks on the appropriation which we have from year to 
year. 

Repairs on the different schoolhouses were made, as far 
as it was possible to do so with an appropriation of $200. 

The schoolhouses at Patch Mountain and Bryant Pond 
have been shingled, storm windows provided for the Prim- 
ary room at Locke Mills, and other minor repairs made. 
The woodsheds at the Greenwood Center and Tubbs school- 
houses should be shingled the coming year, and some repairs 
made at the Richardson Hollow school. j 

It will not be necessary to raise as much for High School 
tuition as in previous years as we have a balance of $550 
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on hand. The decrease in the State fund will be around 
20%, or about $400. This means less money to spend for 
common school purposes. It would be advisable for the 
town. to appropriate at the annual town meeting $5,000 for 
both common school and high school purposes. With the 
reduction of $50 in the repair account, the loss from the 
State Fund of $400 and $600 less raised for High School 
tuition, there will be $1,050 less for all school purposes the 
coming year. We were very fortunate in being able to car- 
ry the schools through the year without a deficit in any ae- 
count. 

Following is the report of the school nurse: 

‘‘No appropriation for school work was made last year ~ 
but through some special arrangement of the Superintend- 
ent of Schools, it was possible to give four days’ work to the 
schools. State School Nurse inspected 112 children. Of this 
number 96 children had one or more defects. 

‘©9290 children were underweight; 4 had defective vision, 
and 2 had had vision defects corrected ; 88 children had de- 
cayed teeth and 16 had had dental corrections previous to 
inspection ; 10 had nasal obstructions and 1 had had nasal 
defect corrected; 33 had enlarged glands; 16 had abnormal 
throat conditions at time of inspection, and 1 had nose and 
throat operation; 16 had poor posture; and 4 had speech 
defects. 

“The inspection revealed the fact that dental work is sad- 
ly needed among these children. Home visits were made to 
explain the necessity of consulting physician or dentist for 
advice and treatment. Through the efforts of the nurse, 
hospitalization was secured for one child who was greatly 
in need of treatment. 

‘We trust the service has been of sufficient value to the 
children of your town to warrant a continuance of your 
support through an appropriation. 

_ “Weare asking your town for an appropriation of $48.00 
for school nursing.”’
